NEED OF DISHES. 


However, most important ot all 


to my mind is the question of 
dishes. The men at present are 
using the aluminum ones 
fur- 


nished by the government in th<> 
meSB kits, ami inasmuch as each 
man is Individually responsible 
for the same, they are required to 
stand in line In order to receive 
their food. After tho meal they 
are also required te stand In line 
to wash the dishes; a very diffi- 
cult job at best to wash alum- 
inum. lla_<l we sufficient funds In 
the Company fund I conld buy 
these dishes now and by detailing 
three or four men each day to set 
the table and wash the dishes 
afterwards, tho other members of 
tho 2SO constituting the company 
coulJ have the pleasure of slttins 
down lo a meal already prepared 
and served and once having eaten 
would not have to slnnd fifteen 
or twenty minutes in line to wash 
their dishes. This Is only one of 
the many ways in which a Com- 
pany fund mav be expended for 
the benefit of the men, and by 
tlic way, this is the only way in 
whn-h it can be expended; Hint is 
for tho men (not for the officers), 


As soon as the Regimental Kx- 


chanKe Is operating well profits 
will bo divided pro-rata among 
the companies in tlio rigiment for 
the Company funds: but until that 
time we have no funds to use. It 
appears to me that manv philan- 
thropic people, desirous of aiding 
these men now, while thev are 
able, would he glad of an oppor- 
tunity to subscribe to a fund or- 
iginated for that purpose.
